I N the late conflagration of (he Treasury 
building neatly all the correspondence of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, from tbe es¬ 
tablishment of the Department to the Slst of 
March, 1839, was destroyed including as well 
tbe original letters and communications ad¬ 
dressed lo the Secretary of Ibe Treasury, as 
the records of Ike letlen end communications 
written by him. With a view lo repair tbe 
loss, as far as may be practicable, all officers 
of the United Stales, are requested (0 causo 
copies to be prepared and authenticated by 
them, of any letters excepting those hereinaf¬ 
ter alluded to which (bay may at any lime 
have written to, or received from (he Secie- 
tary of tba 'Treaeury; and all those who havo 
been in office, and other iadividnaW through¬ 
out the United States, and eleewltere, are in¬ 
vited to do the same.. That (his correspond¬ 
ence may be arranged lolu appropriate books, 
it is requested that it be ropied on folio fools¬ 
cap paper, with su$cienl margin on all sides 
lo silroit of binding, and that no more than 
one letter be contained on a leaf. It is also 
requested, that (be copies b$ written in a 
plam and distinct or engrossing hand. Where 
the original loiter can be spared, it would be 
preferred. 'The reasonable expense incurred 
in copying tbe papers now requested out ex¬ 
ceeding the ratu of ten* cents for every hur- 
dred words, will be defrayed by tbe Depart¬ 
ment 

Tile correspondeoce which has been saved, 
and of which, therefore, no copies are desir¬ 
ed, are the records of tbe letters written by 
the Secretary of the Treasury lo Presidents

ite wiehee on the lubject ascertained.
